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THE  TRAVELS  OF  A  BUSYBODY  AT  THE  CAPE 

Being  Extracts  from  Jacob  Wallenberg’s  'Min  son  pa  Galejan' 

[The  first  series  of  extracts  appeared  in  the  Quarteriy  Bulletin,  Vol.  2,  No.  2,  December, 
1947,  pp.  36-48.  They  relate  to  the  visit  of  the  Swedish  East  Indian  merchantman 
Finland  to  Simon’s  Bay  in  June,  1770.  Wallenberg,  the  ship’s  chaplain,  was  at  this 
time  a  man  of  twenty-five;  he  died  at  the  early  age  of  thirty-two.

Ch.  VI 

Dissertation  on  Beauties 
Ingenium  movit  sola  Corinna  meum — Ovid. 

The  pleasures  of  novelty  have  their  own  peculiar  charm.  The  sons  of  Nep¬ 
tune,  after  long  tumbling  in  his  watery  kingdom,  come  ashore  and  persuade 
themselves  that  every  kirtle  covers  an  angel.  How  many  Ah’s!  and  Oh’s! 
were  not  sighed  forth  upon  these  shores  upon  our  first  coming  thither!  I 
seem  still  to  hear  their  echoes  from  the  compassionate  rocks.  Poor  fellows! 
They  had  but  to  see  the  shadow  of  a  female  form,  to  fall  into  an  ecstacy; 
and  I  should  grieve  for  them,  did  1  not  know  that  their  ardour  could  cool 
as  readily  as  it  took  fire. 

The  Cape  girls  are  pretty,  though  no  Goddesses.  They  have  this  advantage 
above  all  others,  that  they  are  never  pitted  by  the  smallpox,  for  this  disease 
never  comes  here  save  occasionally  when  brought  by  a  foreign  ship.  Ten 
years  ago,  a  Danish  vessel  succeeded  in  diminishing  the  population  in  this 
manner  by  some  two  thousand  souls;  but  it  has  never  been  possible  to  trans¬ 
mit  the  infection  to  the  countryside,  to  which,  on  such  occasions,  the  popu¬ 
lation  takes  flight.  With  a  European  education,  and  more  contact  with  the 
great  civilized  world,  they  might  become  the  perfection  of  womanhood,  but 
now,  for  the  lack  of  it,  they  are  little  better  than  pretty  dolls.  They  have  a 
blooming  complexion,  but  for  the  most  part  it  lasts  so  short  a  time  that  those 
who  were  lovely  last  year  arc  ugly  to-day.  Brought  up  to  do  nothing,  raw  and 
provincial,  they  become  mere  housewives,  and  their  daughters  after  them. 
A  comparison  with  our  women,  especially  those  from  up-country,  would 
cast  too  deep  a  shade  upon  their  portrait. 
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On  my  travels  I  have  seen  the  women  of  many  nations,  and  I  have  remarked 
them  with  an  observant  eye;  I  have  never  had  much  luck  with  the  women  of 
my  own  country,  and  cannot  therefore  be  said  to  be  their  champion  from 
motives  of  gratitude;  but  none  the  less,  candour  compels  me,  taking  every¬ 
thing  into  consideration,  to  award  them  the  palm  for  beauty  above  all  others. 

(Thirty-six  hues  of  verse  upon  this  grateful  theme  follow  here.) 

Were  I  able,  a  la  Turque,  to  take  a  whole  seraglie,  I  should  recruit  it  here; 
but  were  I  comjjelled  to  be  content  with  one,  I  should  demand  a  more  durable 
article.  A  single  confinement  is  enough  to  wither  all  their  roses.

Ch.  VIII 

A  Bolus  for  My  Countrymen 

Respue,  quod  non  es  .  .  . — Horat. 

(Four  paragraphs  omitted.) 

.  .  .  On  the  Sunday  after  Easter  we  were  all  ready  to  return  to  our  ship 
'  in  False  Bay,  but  a  violent  colic,  which  at  this  time  confined  the  Supercargo 
to  his  bed,  caused  some  days’  delay.  In  the  meantime  the  second  mate  and 
I  went  on  ahead.  Coach-hire  came  to  twelve  riksdalers,  though  I  could  have 
travelled  the  same  distance  in  Sweden  for  a  fraction  of  the  money:  so  brazenly 
does  the  Dutchman  line  his  pockets,  when  opportunity  offers.  The  dearness 
of  conveyances  is  mainly  to  blame,  for  an  ordinary  basket-work  car  at  the 
Cape  costs  full  400  riksdalers;  but  even  so  the  fare  was  exorbitant. 

On  the  road  we  visited  a  number  of  beautiful  estates,  and  everywhere  we 
were  met  by  happy  faces.  Those  who  live  in  the  country  content  themselves 
with  the  honourable  name  of  Peasants,  though  they  dress  like  Burgesses, 
and  live  like  Noblemen.  Well-being  and  abundance  are  in  their  dwellings, 
and  in  consequence  all  kinds  of  food  and  drink  are  to  be  had  at  a  pretty  low 
rate.  Constantia,  where,  I  suppose,  they  press  the  most  delectable  wine 
in  the  world,  we  passed  close  by.  Its  situation,  at  the  foot  of  a  long  mountain 
chain  which  protects  the  plantations  from  easterly  winds,  and  also  the  nature 
of  the  soil  itself,  are  considered  to  give  its  grape-harvest  its  unique  quality; 
for  attempts  to  extend  the  plantations  to  other  places  have  not  proved 
successful. 

Towards  evening  we  arrived  at  Commendeur  Kirst’s  house  at  the  Bay, 
where  we  found  the  comrades  we  had  left  behind  us  hard  at  work  dancing 
with  the  young  women  of  the  place,  as  shall  be  narrated  in  the  following 
chapter. 
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Ch.  IX 

Spelmanni  gnidite  gigis  . .  . 

Well  done,  brother!  you  foot  it  featly,  upon  my  honour!  The  thunder  of 
your  stamping  is  audible  half  a  (Swedish)  mile  off;  and  I  had  almost  per¬ 
suaded  myself  that  the  mountains  were  dancing  too,  when  I  heard  them  echo 
your  rhythm.  Let  me  have  a  look  at  your  Nymphs,  that  I  may  tell  you  what 
I  think  of  them. 

Is  this  the  Commendeur’s  daughter  Geessiel — an  attractive  maiden  indeed, 
rosy  as  the  dawn,  ardent  and  free.  Observe  how  she  smiles;  what  roguery 
darts  from  her  eyes,  and  from  that  pair  of  delicious  dimples  on  her  cheeks. 
But,  alas!  she  breaks  into  a  horse-laugh  which  becomes  her  not  at  all.  It 
shakes  her  plump  little  figure  so  lamentably  that  she  makes  the  very  floor¬ 
boards  quiver.  Her  face  presents  a  picture  of  sensuous  attraction,  but  it 
lacks  those  elements  of  nobility  and  distinction  which  command  the  respect 
of  the  beholder;  and  hence  I  count  her  among  those  beauties  who  are  more 
apt  to  win  a  man’s  heart  than  to  retain  it.  And  it  is  no  credit  to  her  dancing- 
master,  that  he  should  have  neglected  to  put  her  underpinning  into  better 
shape:  for  you  perceive,  of  course,  that  she  walks  with  her  toes  turned  in, 
like  a  goose;  and  there  are  other  little  matters  in  which  she  seems  lacking  in 
polish.  Ail  right,  all  right,  gentlemen!  no  offence:  I  was  only  letting  you  have 
my  personal  opinion:  you  may  call  her  a  goddess,  for  all  I  care,  if  it  pleases 
you. 

Well,  now,  who  is  the  little  girl  with  the  large  blue  eyes?  The  rich  Miss 
Horter  from  Cape  Town.  By  God!  she  is  the  most  regular  beauty  I  have 
seen  in  this  country.  I  must  stop  a  moment  and  look  at  her.  Do  you  know 
what  I  think,  gentlemen?  She  is  ugly  from  excess  of  charms.  It  is  a  flower 
without  perfume,  or  rather,  a  lovely  picture  which  pleases  the  eye  without 
moving  the  heart.  Geessie  (sic\  with  her  little  blemishes,  is  more  pleasing. 
For  so  it  is,  that  nature  is  never  less  successful  in  her  creations,  than  when 
she  employs  rule  and  compasses — in  which,  indeed,  she  resembles  myself: 
for  I  write  not  badly,  except  when  I  am  trying  to  write  extremely  well. 

That  tall  Mamselle,  who  stands  there  by  the  Dutch  Mate,  and  wafts  the 
tobacco  smoke  away  from  her  with  a  handkerchief — who  is  she?  Miss  Aletta, 
cousin  to  the  preceding.  A  twelve-pounder,  and  no  mistake.!  Do  you  know 
what  she  reminds  me  of?  To  my  mind  she  resembles  the  Cape  sheep,  whose 
weight  is  mostly  concentrated  in  the  tail,  and  who  are  more  apt  to  fill  the 
pot  than  to  please  the  palate.  Poor  lass!  She  is  not  ill-looking,  but  there 
is  too  much  of  the  honourable  matron  about  her,  to  be  called  a  pretty  girl. 
These  three  darlings  were  really  the  belles  of  the  ball.  It  was  delightful  to 
see  them  trotting  their  way,  with  toes  turned  in,  through  one  country-dance 
after  the  other,  and  adroitly  manoeuvring  their  posteriors  through  the  various 
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figures,  while  our  Swedish  lads  opposite  them  cut  their  capers  and  knocked 
their  knees  together  in  time  with  the  music.  The  former  understood  little 
more  than  the  elements  of  the  dance,  and  the  latters’  legs  were  still  affected 
by  a  tendency  to  a  nautical  roll.  Nevertheless  our  boys  entirely  eclipsed  the 
Dutchmen;  for  the  crew  of  a  Batavia  boat,  which  had  arrived  in  the  Bay 
from  Amsterdam  at  the  same  time  as  ourselves,  had  turned  up  with  their 
officers.  They  sat  forgotten  in  a  corner,  while  our  fellows,  brisk  as  bees 
around  a  blossom,  had  an  uproarious  time  with  the  Nymphs,  and  enjoyed  a 
decided  preference. 

I  have  found,  in  many  places,  that  my  countrymen  are  very  successful  with 
foreign  women,  who  remark  that  the  Frenchman  is  too  saucy  in  his  manners, 
and  too  diminutive  in  stature.  The  Englishman  is  a  finer  figure  of  a  man, 
but  he  is  rough  and  importunate.  But  the  Swede,  on  the  testimony  of  the 
sweetest  of  authorities,  unites  in  his  person  the  manners  of  the  one,  with 
the  physical  advantages  of  the  other.  Charming  flattery  from  such  lovely 
lips!  In  mere  gratitude  I  must  allow  that  their  owners  are  fair  as  angels: 
for  how  can  I  call  her  ugly,  who  says  that  I  am  handsome? 

And  so  it  fell  out  that  we  had  a  dance  every  evening.  I  noticed  it  as  some¬ 
thing  singular,  that  those  among  us  who  were  married  had  it  all  their  own 
way  with  the  girls;  while  the  bachelors  had  practically  to  fight  for  any  favours. 
A  foolish  policy! — as  though  there  were  no  experience  to  be  had  outside  the 
state  of  matrimony!  This  in  the  end  led  to  a  state  of  affairs  where  even  our 
beardless  boys,  to  get  themselves  some  credit,  began  to  swear  that  they  had 
wife  and  child  and  home. 

On  the  following  Friday  the  Supercargo,  first  Mate  and  Commissioner  la 
Fevre  arrived  from  Cape  Town.  There  was  a  dance  that  evening  also;  but  the 
aforesaid  gentleman,  as  well  as  the  Captain,  found  that  they  had  more  pressing 
business  making  up  their  accounts,  and  they  were  unfeeling  enough  to  give 
the  curtseying  Nymphs  a  cruel  rebuff  when  they  were  invited  to  take  part  in 
the  merriment.  Such  conduct  could  not  fail  to  give  offence;  and  the  Nymphs 
consequently  put  their  heads  together  and  hatched  a  plot  for  obtaining  re¬ 
venge;  in  which  they  succeeded  to  perfection.  They  caused  the  number  of 
violins  to  be  doubled,  made  every  living  soul  stand  up  to  dance,  shouted, 
sang,  and  stamped  their  polonaises  with  such  spirit,  that  the  very  pens  were 
shaken  from  the  hands  of  the  others  as  they  sat.  You  would  have  thought 
there  was  an  earthquake  in  the  house.  Chairs,  benches  and  tables  seems 
to  spring  into  life  to  aid  their  design.  The  Sujsercargo  was  casting  accounts, 
and  in  his  confusion  set  down  figures  and  music-notes  indiscriminately. 
The  Captain  was  intending  to  make  a  drawing  of  the  cliffs  round  the  Bay; 
but  every  cliff  turned  out  a  failure:  one  was  as  long  as  a  bass-viol,  another 
as  round  as  a  hoop-skirt,  a  third  looked  for  all  the  world  like  a  lady’s  shoe. 
A  strong  gust,  produced  by  Aletta’s  skirts  as  she  swept  by,  blew  them  a 
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off  their  legs,  inkpot  included,  and  totally  extinguished  all  illumination  in 
their  corner.  Poor  la  Fevre,  likewise  was  doing  his  best  to  write;  but  his  hand 
persisted  in  keeping  time  to  the  girls’  feet.  He  stuffed  his  fingers  in  his  ears, 
he  implored,  he  cursed;  all  in  vain.  Did  he  remove  himself  to  another  corner, 
the  dancers  followed  him  there.  If  he  lighted  his  pipe,  to  smoke  these  trouble¬ 
some  insects  away,  they  took  no  notice.  The  poor  man  at  last  became  so 
confused,  that  when  he  came  to  read  out  his  account,  and  should  have  said 
“a  hundred  riksdalers  for  sheep,  a  hundred  for  goats,  capons,  lemons,  etc.  ”, 
it  came  out  as  “a  hundred  riksdalers  for  the  fiddler,  ditto  for  the  country 
dances,  ditto  for  strings”  and  so  on.  In  a  word,  our  vengeful  Amazons  would 
listen  to  no  peace-terms  other  than  unconditional  surrender  of  the  fortress. 
The  foe  was  finally  forced  out  of  !iis  entrenchment  behind  the  writing-table 
his  arsenal  of  inkhorn,  sand-boxes  and  pens  was  given  over  the  pillage; 
and  he  himself  led  in  triumph  through  the  streets  in  a  long  country-dance. 
It  was  delightful  to  see  our  elderly  Captain  running  neck  and  neck  with  his 
contemporary  Mrs.  Kirst,  and  still  more  so  to  see  the  luckless  Commissioner 
doing  hard  labour  in  Aletia’s  relentless  fist,  till  his  tongue  was  hanging  out 
of  his  mouth.  Tlie  Supercargo,  as  being  indisposed,  escaped;  but  all  the 
others  were  forced  to  run  the  gauntlet  under  the  handkerchiefs  of  the  fair 
sex  for  the  rest  of  the  evening. 


Ch.  X 

L'sefl’l  Hints  for  Gallant  Tars 
Spehmeam  Dido  dux  et  Trojaiuis  eetdem  DcYcniunt.  .  .  . — Virg. 

I  sltall  never  forget  how  I  chanced,  like  another  Actaeon,  to  surprise  a 
Diana  that  same  evening.  !  was  going  outside  to  . . .  count  the  stars,  when  an 
unknown  voice  behind  the  front  door  was  heard  to  breathe:  ”0!  my  dear, 
my  dear!”  (.v/r).  Curiosity  tempted  me  to  eavesdrop;  I  put  my  ear  to  the  door, 
and  overheard  fragments  of  a  declaration  of  love  which  was  certainly  among 
the  prettiest  of  its  kind. 

I  could  .see  a  bit  of  a  woman’s  dress,  for  the  door  could  not  wholly  screen 
them  from  the  jealous  observation  of  the  moon;  but  who  Damon  might  be 
I  was  at  a  loss  to  conjecture.  But  I  remember  all  the  same  that  he  sighed  out 
one  word  in  Swedish,  the  next  in  English,  the  next  in  Dutch,  and  so  on. 
'"Charming  creature — fek  Huge  nicht — kk  love  ve  with  all  min  hart — give 
me  a  kiiss  for  min  hund — my  dear  .  .  .”;  here  a  short  pause,  and  a  sound  as 
of  two  persons  kissing  one  another.  I  listened  again,  and  heard  another, 
softer  voice:  myn  Heer,  gey  heent  cen  schelm — de  Ostindische  lievde 

is  niet  veel  te  vertrauwen — go,  go!  niet  mehr — Ik  hehh  ge  twee  gegeeven” — 
but  the  other  seemed  indisposed  to  quit  the  field,  and  answered  softly: 
“No,  no,  my  sweet  jungefru,  ye  hehh  me  seven  kysse  versproke —  ye  mut 
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me  for  den  hund  betale — one  more — that  war  moi — one  more,  one  more,” 
whereafter  was  nothing  but  one  more  for  a  long  time,  until  his  moy  jungefrowe 
showed  symptoms  of  peevishness,  and  said,  ”Wat?  Schaam  ge  ue  niet? 
Ick  blijwe  quaat — gij  besmeet  mij  de  mont—foij!  ue  beent  van  dag  niet  geras- 
seert — hoe  veele  soentjies  sail  ick  dan  voor  en  bond  geeven!”  At  this  point 
the  tell-tale  door-hinges  gave  a  creak,  and  she  whispered:  ”st!  stl  go  ge 
malle  portrait! — go,  go,  my  moeder  kommt. '  ’  Her  mother,  however,  did  not 
come;  but  I  was  unable  any  longer  to  keep  from  laughing,  with  the  result 
that  both  ran  off  with  great  precipitation,  leaving  behind  them  in  their  haste 
a  rose-coloured  handkerchief  marked  G.K. 

There  is  seldom  much  profit  in  these  unexpected  discoveries.  Actaeon 
surprised  Diana  in  her  bath,  and  was  changed  into  a  hound  for  his  pains. 
And  on  this  occasion,  I  had  no  better  success,  for  when  I  later  took  back  the 
handkerchief  to  my  Diana,  and,  as  one  in  the  secret,  asked  a  kiss  for  finding 
it,  all  I  got  for  my  trouble  was  a  box  on  the  ear.  In  revenge  for  this  treatment 
I  shall  forthwith  publish  her  name  to  the  whole  world:  it  was  the  spiteful. , , . 
But  no,  I  know  no  greater  sin  than  to  spread  scandal  about  women.  I  pocket 
my  box  on  the  ear  as  best  I  may  and  hold  my  peace,  exhorting  every  eaves¬ 
dropper  who  lurks  in  doorways  to  listen  to  feminine  secrets,  to  take  salutary 
warning  from  my  fate,  as  from  Actaeon ’s. 

On  the  other  hand  I  should  have  no  scruples  about  blowing  the  gaff  on 
the  red  coat,  of  which  I  caught  a  glimpse  in  the  moonlight,  but  that  it  some¬ 
times  happens  that  he  who  gives  away  another,  exposes  himself.  So  I  say  no 
more  than  that  he  had  given  her  a  lap-dog  (or  perhaps  a  lap  bitch),  and  that 
Master  Lap-dog  (or  Miss  Lap-bitch)  was  to  be  paid  for  in  kisses,  or,  in  Dutch 
currency,  in  soentjies.  To  what  extent  he  later  exacted  interest  on  the  out¬ 
standing  amount,  I  am  unable  to  inform  you;  but  this  I  know,  that  he  was 
once  observed  whispering  to  her  behind  a  fan,  and  was  heard  to  say,  with  a 
sigh  that  seemed  to  come  from  his  boots:  ”Ick  onske,  ick  kunde  so  well  slape, 
as  min  hund,  this  night.” 

It  may  be  of  some  service  to  later  travellers  on  the  East  India  run,  to  an¬ 
nounce  that  all  who  take  aim  at  a  woman’s  heart  at  the  Cape  must  charge 
their  weapons  with  lap-dogs.  There  was  one  day  when  every  female  in  the 
Bay  came  to  visit  us  on  board,  and  conducted  a  domiciliary  visit  from  cabin 
to  cabin,  with  a  view  to  snapping  up  this  sort  of  merchandise.  The  Com- 
mendeur’s  daughter  clung  to  the  First  Mate’s  coat  tails  in  the  middle  of 
the  deck,  and  offered  a  draft  on  herself  for  thirty  soentjies  if  he  would  give 
her  a  little  black  dog  which  he  had  brought  with  him  from  Sweden;  but  the 
First  Mate’s  heart  was  already  engaged,  and  neither  her  imploring  curtseys 
nor  her  seductive  rosebud  lips  could  make  any  impression  on  him.  We  have 
two  ship’s  cats  on  the  Finland:  I  only  wished  that  I  could  put  them  into  dog¬ 
skins,  that  I  might  satisfy  the  poor  dears! 
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I  On  Monday  the  13th  June  we  were  ready  to  sail,  and  took  our  farewells 
of  Commandant  Kirst — a  man  whose  name  deserves  to  be  held  in  honour. 
His  comfortable  house  made  our  stay  in  False  Bay  most  enjoyable,  apart 
from  the  considerable  services  he  rendered  us  in  the  matter  of  provisioning. 
And  our  officers,  on  their  side,  behaved  in  a  manner  which  did  them  credit, 
and  which  makes  the  Swedish  flag  always  welcome  in  this  port. 

We  waited  eight  days  for  a  fair  wind.  The  Captain*  employed  his  enforced 
leisure  on  the  mountain-tops,  partly  in  taking  observations,  partly  in  collect¬ 
ing  plants.

I  On  Thursday  morning,  the  21st  June,  we  set  sail,  as  I  mentioned  before. 
Our  voyage  was  speedy  and  fortunate,  and  this  we  were  the  more  glad  of 
since  the  cold  had  forced  us  to  resume  our  winter  clothing.  Our  Captain  did 
not  think  it  necessary  on  this  occasion  to  visit  the  islands  of  St.  Paul  and 
i  Amsterdam,  which  ships  usually  take  as  their  points  of  departure  for  Java, 
I  but  set  a  straight  course,  passing  them  at  a  distance  of  some  two  to  three 
I  degrees.

i  EARLY  PRINTING  IN  MAURITIUS 

1 

A  catalogue  of  South  African  imprints  exhibited  at  Johannesburg  in  1934 
i  claims  that  Cape  Town  was  “the  earliest  printing  centre  in  the  Southern 
Hemisphere.’’^ 

?  The  first  printing-press  brought  to  South  Africa,  that  of  Johann  Christian 
r  Ritter,  arrived  at  the  Cape  in  1784,  but  at  this  time  printing  was  already 
p  flourishing  in  another  land  of  the  Southern  Indian  Ocean,  the  island  of 
Mauritius,  then  known  as  Isle  de  France  which,  after  being  a  Dutch  possession 

i  governed  from  the  Cape  in  the  17th  century,  had  become  a  French  colony 

in  1715*. 

~  The  history  of  printing  in  Mauritius  has  been  investigated  only  recently 
■j  by  the  present  author  in  a  thesis  on  Printing  in  the  Mascarene  Islands  (Isle 

5  de  France  and  Bourbon)  from  1767  to  1810,  for  which  he  was  awarded  the 

IPh.D.  Degree  of  the  University  of  London  in  July,  1947®. 

The  earliest  imprint  recorded  in  this  work  is  a  booklet  entitled  Legislation 
pour  les  Colonies  des  Isles  de  France  et  de  Bourbon  and  dated  1768  which  is 
preserved  in  the  Archives  du  Minist^re  des  Colonies  in  Paris*,  but,  soon 
after  returning  to  Mauritius,  the  author  had  the  luck  to  discover  an  earlier 
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specimen  which  is  unmistakably  the  very  first  product  of  the  Isle  de  France 
press. 

This  is  a  short  poem  composed  by  Pierre  Saunois,  the  man  who  set  up 
the  first  press  in  Isle  de  France,  to  dedicate  a  printing  press  of  his  own  in¬ 
vention  to  the  dauphine  of  France^  twelve  years  earlier,  in  1756.  It  is,  at  the 
same  time,  a  dedication  of  the  new  Isle  de  France  press  to  the  same  princess. 

This  unique  specimen  is  now,  unfortunately,  as  the  photographt  shews, 
in  a  very  bad  state  of  preservation  and  obviously  had  a  very  hard  time  in  the 
hands  of  its  former  owners  before  it  reached  the  Archives  of  Mauritius  where 
it  is  now  preserved.  The  text  is  still  quite  readable,  however,  and  it  is  possible 
to  restore  a  few  missing  letters  and  words  without  too  much  guess-work*. 

It  is  a  broadsheet  the  original  edges  of  which  have  been  unfortunately 
mutilated  by  trimming  with  scissors;  the  only  size  measurements  that  can 
therefore  be  given  are  those  taken  along  the  outer  edge  of  the  border  which 
frames  the  text;  these  are  22.3  x  lO.l  cms.;  the  type  area,  excluding  the  title 
and  imprint,  is  10x6.2  cms.;  the  text  is  set  in  Pelit  Romuin. 

The  poem  is  made  up  of  two  stanzas  of  four  verses  {quatrains)  followed 
by  four  five-line  stanzas  on  two  rhymes  (alternated  disiiques  and  tercets); 
it  is  not  isometric,  twenty  lines,  out  of  total  of  twenty-eight,  being  ten  feet 
long  and  the  eight  others  only  eight  feet,  .^s  a  literary  piece  it  has,  of  course, 
few  merits,  being  the  work  of  a  courtier  and  not  that  of  a  poet.  It  testifies, 
however,  to  the  accomplishments  of  the  first  printer  of  Isle  de  France. 

The  virgin  Press,  “as  yet  unsullied  by  prose  or  veise  or  by  the  leaven  of 
this  corrupt  world”,  is  made  to  address  the  Princess  w’ith  a  request  that 
she  may  protect  her  against  needy  w  riters,  grasping  booksellers  and  haughty 
censors  and  a  promise  that,  under  the  aegis  of  ore  placed  so  high  on  the 
scale  of  wisdom  and  eminence,  she  will  produce  none  but  the  most  worthy 
publications;  furthermore,  she  is  made  to  proclaim  that  the  Princess  is 
better  qualified  tiian  anybody  else  to  appreciate  the  full  value  of  a  good  book 
and  endowed  with  outstanding  qualities  to  which  she  is  glad  to  otfer,  in  her 
first  product,  her  humble  meed  of  praise. 

The  following  is  a  transcription  of  the  poem  with  the  missing  letters  and  j 
words  shown  in  brackets  and  the  rhyming  sequences  on  the  right-hand  side  i 
to  justify  the  endings  of  the  fourth  line  of  stanza  3,  the  third  and  fourth  of  I 
stanza  5  and  the  first  of  stanza  6.

A  L’ISLE  DE  FRANCE. 

DE  LIMPRIMERIE  ROYALE 
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Pierre  Saunois  came  to  Isle  de  France  on  the  Dauphin  on  17  July  1767*. 
The  exact  date  of  the  arrival  of  the  press  is  not  known,  but  it  may  be  pre¬ 
sumed  that  it  was  received  at  some  time  between  this  date  and  the  end  of 
the  year  1767. 

The  only  kind  of  printing  activity  in  which  Saunois  was  engaged  in  Isle 
de  France  before  1768  was  the  signing,  by  the  stamping  process,  of  paper- 
money  notes  sent  from  France  unsigned  under  the  royal  ordinance  of  15 
December  1766.  In  a  certificate  concerning  this  work,  dated  17  May  1775, 
Saunois  states  that  it  was  begun  “towards  the  end  of  the  year  1767”’.  This 
however,  was  only  a  case  of  job-work,  but  not  of  printing  work  proper. 

It  is  difficult  to  say  exactly  in  what  month  of  the  year  1768  the  Epiire 
prisentie  a  Madame  la  Dauphine  came  out.  The  records  preserved  in  the 
Archives  of  Mauritius  and  those  of  Paris  contain  no  clue  to  it  and,  as  the 
only  three  other  Isle  de  France  imprints  now  extant  for  1768  bear  no  precise 
date  of  publication,  we  are  left  to  mere  guesses. 

The  Legislation  pour  les  Colonies  des  Isles  de  France  et  de  Bourbon  men¬ 
tioned  above,  which  contains  the  organic  Edict  of  1766  ratifying  the  cession 
of  the  islands  by  the  French  East  India  Company  to  the  Crown,  seems  to 
have  been  the  first  government  publication  which  Saunois  was  instructed 
to  print,  as  the  new  administrators  must  have  wanted  to  make  this  import¬ 
ant  piece  of  legislation  known  to  the  public  first. 

The  Archives  of  Mauritius  contain  another  set  of  laws  printed  in  1768, 
the  first  of  which  is  dated  22  August  1767,  and  the  last  18  January  1768, 
with  the  title-page  missing.  The  third  1 768  imprint  available,  also  preserved 
in  the  Archives  of  Mauritius,  is  a  four-page  pamphlet  entitled:  Tarif  du  prix 
du  pied  cube  des  bois  propres  a  la  construction  des  vaisseaux  et  autres  services 
du  Roi  qui  seront  fournis  en  ce  port  and  dated  1st  January  1768,  but  it  does 
not  ensue  that  it  was  printed  before  the  Legislation,  though  it  may  well  have 
come  out  before  the  second  set  of  laws.  In  any  case,  all  three  imprints  seem 
to  have  been  issued  in  or  shortly  after  January  1768,  so  that  we  can  reason¬ 
ably  suggest  that  the  Epitre  came  out  early  this  month. 

The  rest  of  the  story  of  the  first  Isle  de  France  press  may  be  summarized 
as  follows: 

Early  in  1770  Saunois  was  replaced  as  government  printer  by  P'erre 
Nicolas  Lambert  who,  though  not  the  first  printer  of  Isle  de  France,  was  the 
most  important  figure  in  the  history  of  printing  in  this  colony  and,  indeed, 
a  pioneer  of  colonial  printing  not  less  remarkable  than  Bartholomew  Green, 
of  Halifax,  Fleury  Mesplet,  of  Montreal,  George  Howe,  of  Australia  or 
Johann  Christian  Ritter  of  Cape  Town. 

He  was  born  in  Paris  in  1741  and  migrated  to  Isle  de  France  in  1767,  on 
the  Saint  Jean  Baptiste^.  He  died  there  on  30  September  1806,  and,  during 
the  thirty-nine  years  which  he  spent  in  this  island,  he  was  almost  continuously 


engaged  in  various  printing  and  publishing  activities  which,  on  the  whole, 
brought  him  little  profit.  He  often  had  to  struggle  against  adversity,  yet  he 
never  lost  heart  and  bravely  carried  on  with  his  work  to  the  end  with  all  the 
zeal  and  enthusiasm  of  a  pioneer. 

Under  Lambert  the  output  of  the  press  was  increased  and  in  1773  a  new 
j  development  took  place  with  the  issue  of  the  first  gazette  or  newspaper: 
Annonces,  Affiches  et  Avis  divers  pour  les  colonies  des  Isles  de  France  et  de 
Bourbon,  the  first  number  of  which  came  out  on  13  January  1773*.  By  the 
end  of  the  1 8th  century  five  more  gazettes  (including  two  of  a  literary  and  one 
of  a  political  character)  were  issued  and  yet  another  four  before  the  island 
was  conquered  by  the  British  in  1810. 

In  the  same  year,  1773,  came  out  the  first  book  other  than  an  official 
publication  or  an  almanac.  This  was  a  French-Malagasy  vocabulary  com¬ 
piled  by  Claude  Bernard  Challan,  a  Lazarist  priest  of  Isle  de  France,  for  use 
by  missionaries  in  Madagascar  and  entitled  Vocabulaire  franfois-malgache^'^. 
It  is  the  only  specimen  now  extant  of  religious  printing  in  Isle  de  France 
where  the  press  seems  to  have  been  used  very  little  by  the  clergy  for  religious 
propaganda. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  fairly  large  number  of  books  and  pamphlets  of  a 
scientific,  literary  and  political  nature  have  survived.  The  population  of 
I  Isle  de  France  included  an  intellectual  class  which  took  a  keen  interest  in 
learning  and  was  by  the  end  of  the  18th  century  organised  into  learned 
!  societies.  Its  most  prominent  representatives  were  Joseph  Frangois  Charpen- 
(  tier  de  Cossigny  (1736-1809),  the  first  Mauritian  to  become  a  member  of  the 
Academie  des  Sciences,  who  was  responsible  for  some  40  publications  of  a 
scientific  nature,  five  of  which  were  printed  in  his  native  island  between  1773 
and  1784,  and  Barthelemy  Huet  de  Froberville  (1761-1835)  whose  activities 
I  were  mainly  literary  and  who  produced  in  1803  the  first  novel  printed  in 
I  Mauritius:  Sidner,  ou  les  dangers  de  F imagination,  inspired  from  Goethe’s 
Werther^^. 

Official  publications  were  very  numerous,  too,  the  most  remarkable  being 
j  the  Code  Delaleu^^  and  the  Napoleonic  Codes.  During  the  Revolution  the 
I  press  was  also  largely  used  for  printing  the  acts  of  the  official  bodies  that  had 
newly  come  into  being  (Colonial  Assemblies,  Municipalities,  Directory, 
etc.)  and  paper-money  notes  which  were  turned  out  by  thousands,  the  frenzy 
for  speculation  being  very  great. 

Among  the  specimens  of  early  Isle  de  France  printing  the  almanacs,  which 
were  issued  almost  regularly  from  1769  to  the  time  of  the  British  conquest, 
also  deserve  special  attention.  The  best  were  those  edited  until  1789  by 
Laurent  Masson-Abraham,  a  government  official  and  a  corresponding  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Acad6mie  des  Sciences.  These  almanacs,  as  the  copies  now  extant 
show,  far  outshine  those  printed  in  other  lands  of  the  Indian  Ocean  in  the 
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18th  century  and  most  of  those  printed  in  Canada  and  the  French  West 
Indies  during  the  same  period^®. 

The  first  Isle  de  France  press  was  owned  by  the  government  until  the  out¬ 
break  of  the  French  Revolution  after  which  it  passed  into  private  hands, 
though  the  Colonial  Assembly  still  retained  a  right  of  supervision  over  it. 
The  Revolution  slackened  but  did  not  interrupt  its  activities  and,  though 
beginning  to  show  signs  of  decay,  after  more  than  twenty  years’  work,  it 
continued  to  perform  good  service  until  the  end  of  the  century  when  it  was 
completely  overhauled  with  material  captured  by  Isle  de  France  privateers 
on  board  a  British  ship  in  1795.  At  the  same  time  a  new  plant  was  intro¬ 
duced  from  France^*.  Eventually  the  two  plants  were  joined  together  and 
were  very  active  until  the  time  of  the  British  conquest.  The  first  British  press 
was  introduced  in  1813;  it  was  soon  followed  by  two  more  presses  imported 
from  England  and  by  1820  the  old  French  press  had  disappeared.

The  record  of  early  printing  in  other  lands  of  the  Indian  Ocean  situated 
near  Mauritius  can  hardly  compare  with  that  of  this  colony. 

In  Bourbon  (now  Reunion)  printing  activities  began  in  1792  only,  when 
a  small  press  was  sent  out  from  France  at  the  request  of  the  Colonial  Assem¬ 
bly  of  this  island.  Unfortunately  no  experienced  printer  was  available  and 
its  management  was  entrusted  to  abbe  Louis  Delsuc,  a  versatile  opportunist 
with  little  knowledge  of  printing  whose  chequered  career  stands  in  striking 
contrast  with  that  of  Nicolas  Lambert.  Very  little  progress  was  made  and 
by  18(X)  the  plant  was  out  of  order.  Few  publications  had  been  issued  at  this 
date,  the  principal  being  a  treatise  on  republican  ethics  by  Delsuc  and  a 
newspaper  for  the  issue  of  which  he  was  also  responsible.  In  1804  the  press 
was  repaired  by  one  Etienne  Boyer  who  continued  to  run  it  until  1810,  but, 
with  the  exception  of  a  good  newspaper  and  a  few  sheet-almanacs,  he  is 
not  known  to  have  produced  any  remarkable  publication^®. 

To  the  big  island  of  Madagascar  the  first  printing-press  was  brought  in 
1826  when  the  London  Missionary  Society  sent  out  one  with  a  printer  named 
Charles  Hovenden  who  died,  however,  immediately  upon  his  arrival  and  was 
replaced  by  James  Cameron,  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  industrial  division 
of  the  mission.  The  press  was  set  up  at  Antananarivo  and  in  December  1827, 
there  was  produced  a  sheet  containing  the  first  23  verses  of  Genesis  in 
Malagasy.  In  1827  an  additional  supply  of  type  and  another  printer  named 
Edward  Baker  were  sent  from  England  and  the  mission  press  was  very  active 
until  1836  when  all  missionaries  were  expelled  by  Queen  Ranavalona.  Print¬ 
ing  activities  were  not  resumed  until  1862;  after  the  annexation  of  the  island 
by  France  in  1895  more  presses  were  introduced  and  further  progress  was 
made^*. 
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In  the  Seychelles  islands  which  until  1903  were  dependencies  of  Mauritius, 
printing  began  at  a  still  later  date.  In  1839  Mr.  G.  I.  Mamin  brought  to  Mah6, 
the  main  island,  a  small  press  from  Mauritius.  Its  hrst  product  was  a  news¬ 
paper  called  Le  Feuilleton  des  Sichelles  which  came  out  on  10  January  1840. 
It  was  frowned  upon  by  the  Civil  Commissioner  of  Seychelles  and  Mamin 
soon  had  to  stop  its  publication.  The  only  other  known  product  of  this 
press  is  a  small  Almanack  des  Isles  Sichelles  which  also  came  out  in  1840. 
The  next  printing  venture  was  made  in  1877  when  Mr.  A.  M.  Descombes 
issued  at  Mahe  another  newspaper  called  L'Impartial,  using  for  this  purpose 
a  small  lithographic  press.  Printing  activities  did  not  really  develop  in 
Seychelles  until  the  end  of  the  last  century^’. 

In  Mozambique,  the  African  country  which  is  nearest  to  Mauritius,  no 
printing  press  seems  to  have  been  set  up  before  1854,  when  the  Boletim  do 
Governo  da  Provincia  de  Mozambique  (now  Boletim  Oficial  da  Colonia  de 
Mozambique)  was  started^*.  The  first  independent  newspaper,  Africa  Oriental, 
was  started  much  later,  in  1872,  and  from  the  information  which  was  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Sociedade  de  Estudos  da  Colonia  de  Mozambique  it  does  not 
appear  that  the  early  printing  record  of  Portuguese  East  Africa  was  in  any 
way  remarkable. 

It  can  therefore  safely  be  contended  that  Mauritius  was  not  only  the  earliest 
but  also  for  a  long  time  the  most  important  printing  centre  of  the  Southern 
Indian  Ocean**,  though  it  has  now  unfortunately  declined  in  this  respect 
and  ranks  definitely  after  its  neighbours.  Reunion  and  the  Seychelles  ex¬ 
cepted*®.

Rodriguez,  which  is  a  dependency  of  Mauritius,  has  no  printing  press  yet. 


THE  FIRST  PRINTING-PRESS  IN  MADAGASCAR 

[The  following  extract  from  James  Cameron’s  Recollections  of  mission  life  in  Madagascar 
(Antananarivo,  1874)  pp.  12-13,  gives  a  first-hand  account  of  the  earliest  printing 
to  be  attempted  in  Madagascar.  Cameron  himself  was  one  of  a  group  of  missionary 
artisans  who,  with  their  wives,  were  sent  by  the  London  Missionary  Society  in  1826 
to  strengthen  the  efforts  of  their  first  missionary  to  the  island.  Rev.  David  Jones,  and 
his  assistant.  Rev.  D.  Griffiths.  One  of  these  artisans  was  Mr.  Charles  Hovenden,  who 
had  been  a  printer  for  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society  in  Russia.  He  came  to 
superintend  the  mission  press  “which  cost  £13  in  London,  with  type,  etc.,  in  fair 
quantity”,  and  which  they  brought  with  them,  but  unfortunately  he  died  of  fever 
soon  after  his  arrival. — Ed.] 

“A  second  effort  was  soon  made  to  turn  the  printing-press  to  account  in 
the  mission.  Mr.  Jones  had  been  in  a  printing-office,  and  had  witnessed  the 
various  processes  of  printing;  and  Mr.  Cameron  had  recently  erected  a  large 
workshop  on  his  premises  at  Ambatonakanga,  the  present  site  of  the  first 
Memorial  Church;  and  to  that  place  the  packages  of  printing  material  and 
the  press  were  now  brought.  Among  the  late  Mr.  Hovenden ’s  books  we  found 
a  work  on  the  printing-press  and  printing,  so  we  anticipated  our  success  in 
becoming  printers  as  all  but  certain.  The  various  timbers  with  their  bolts 
and  screws,  the  platten,  the  great  screw,  the  stone  bed  or  plate,  the  composi¬ 
tors’  frames  and  cases  for  letters,  etc.,  etc.,  came  together  piece  by  piece, 
or  dropped  into  their  places  without  much  trouble,  and  the  printing-press 
stood  upright  before  a  score  of  delightful  eyes.  Mr.  Jones  was  now  the  chief 
manipulator.  The  frame  was  furnished  with  type  in  English  fashion,  and 
composing  commenced.  Mr.  Jones,  assisted  by  Mr.  Griffiths,  adroitly  picked 
out  the  letters  one  after  the  other,  and  no  doubt  the  ladies  present  helped 
them  to  some,  for  they  also  had  a  hand  in  the  enterprise;  at  any  rate,  the 
first  twenty-three  verses  (or  thereabouts)  of  the  first  chapter  of  Genesis  were 
put  together,  wedged  in  the  iron  frame,  and  laid  on  the  smooth  flat  stone. 
What  next?  The  leather  balls,  the  printing-ink  put  on  the  iron  plate,  the  stone 
muller  to  rub  up  the  ink,  the  two  balls  well  smeared  all  over  with  the  pre¬ 
pared  ink,  then  rolled  and  rubbed,  and  patted  together,  with  trembUng 
anxiety — a  little  more  ink  added — then  the  types  inked,  or  rather  well  anointed 
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with  the  ink  for  some  time.  Stop  now,  that  will  do!  Down  went  the  screw  with 
force,  and  the  first  page  was  printed.  Most  of  it  could  be  read,  but  it  was  a 
very  perfect  blur.  It  was  taken  by  the  writer  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
and  if  memory  serves  rightly,  was  deposited  in  Sir  George  Grey’s  library, 
with  other  things,  as  a  memento  of  Madagascar  at  that  time*.  After  printing 
many  sheets  the  press  was  soon  after  removed  to  two  rooms  belonging  to 
the  Mission  School  Society,  on  the  site  of  the  present  printing-office  premises, 
where  we  may  leave  it  for  a  year  or  two,  throwing  off  alphabets,  spelling- 
books,  catechisms.  Gospels,  etc.”

1  “He  is  not  like  one  of  your  book-worms,  who  grow  thin  on  literary  lore, 

;  but  possessed  of  a  goodly  presence  and  comely  aspect,  that  sheds  a  cheerful 
influence  on  the  establishment.”  This  description  of  Alexander  Johnstone 
Jardine,  friend  of  Sheridan  and  Librarian  of  the  South  African  Library  from 
1824  till  1845,  might  equally  well  have  applied  to  his  kinsman.  Major  William 
Jardine,  senior  Trustee  of  the  Library  until  shortly  before  his  death  in  Cape 
Town  on  26  February,  1948.  Born  at  the  Cape  in  1867,  and  educated  at  the 
South  African  College  (and  later  in  England)  he  steeped  himself  from  an 
early  age  in  the  history  and  traditions  of  South  Africa,  and  especially  of  the 
Cape.  Succeeding  to  his  father’s  Adderley  Street  business,  from  which  he 
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retired  in  1925,  he  was  in  a  position  to  meet  and  talk  with  most  of  the  leading 
figures  of  Cape  history  for  more  than  half  a  century— an  opportunity  of  which 
he  took  full  advantage,  and  through  which  he  became  of  one  of  the  best- 
informed  authorities  on  Africana  in  the  Union.

Although  his  interests  were  wide  and  not  by  any  means  confined  to  this  ' 
country,  it  is  probable  that  Major  Jardine  will  be  best  remembered  as  the 
Laird  of  Appicgarth,  the  historic  farm  on  the  slopes  of  Sir  Lowry's  Pass  where  ^ 
he  lived  for  the  last  span  of  his  life,  and  where  he  built  up  two  fine  collections  j 
of  Africana  which  it  was  his  particular  joy  to  share  with  friends  of  like  tastes  I 
and  enthusiasm.  The  larger  of  these  collections  was  acquired  by  the  Librarv 
of  Parliament  to  supplement  the  Mendelssohn  Collection,  and  has  thereby 
passed  into  national  custody.  No  sooner  had  he  parted  with  the  one  collec¬ 
tion  that  the  Major  set  about  gathering  another;  and  many  students  of 
.^fricana  will  recall  with  gratitude  and  atfcction  the  week-end  visits  to 
Appk-garth  w  here,  surrounded  by  relics  of  Cape  history  and  well-laden  book¬ 
shelves,  he  and  his  wife  would  dispense  hospitality  and  knowledge  in  equal 
measure.

Lauer  to  the  last  to  learn  of  new  discoveries  in  the  fascinating  field  of 
African  history.  Major  Jardine  left  no  written  memorial  of  his  knowledge 
and  enthusiasms.  But  it  may  be  said  without  disrespect  that  he  was  himself 
a  piece  of  .Africana — a  iiving  link  with  the  past,  and  a  histoiic  il  ciuiracter 
in  his  own  right.  He  was  indeed  able,  through  his  membership  ofihe  Historical 
Monuments  Commission  a;td  similar  bodies,  to  foster  m  others  his  own 
passion  for  the  tangible  records  of  our  national  past,  and  it  must  have  given  ; 
him  not  a  little  satisfaction  in  the  past  few  years  to  watch  the  reviced  interest  i 
on  all  sides  in  the  building-up  of  a  Soutn  African  historical  tradition.  Of 
all  his  attachments  his  connection  with  the  South  .Afrie.m  Library  was  the  i 
one  he  probably  cherished  most,  and  certainly  relin.quislied  last;  ac.d  his  i 
geniality  and  “cheerful  inlluence"  will  long  be  remembered  and  honoured  ‘

The  latest  publication  of  the  I  an  Richccck  Society — the  twenty-eighth  ! 
volume  in  the  scries— comprises  two  eighteenth-century  travel  accounts  J 
to  Namaqualand,  both  edited  and  translated  by  Dr.  E.  E.  Mossop,  who  is  j 
perhaps  best  known  for  his  excellent  study  of  Ohl  Cape  roads.  The  first  j 
journal,  that  kept  by  the  surveyor  C.  F.  Brink  on  the  expedition  led  by  | 
Captain  Hendrik  Hop,  has  not  been  published  before  (in  its  entirety)  in  jl 
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English.  Dr.  Mossop  has  added  new  material  in  the  form  of  short  lives  of 
the  members  of  the  Expedition,  including  a  detailed  account  of  the  forbears 
of  President  Kruger,  one  of  whom  marched  w  ith  Hop.  The  second  journal, 
that  of  Ensign  Rhenius,  son-in-law  of  Olof  Bergh,  is  a  slighter  affair,  but 
gives  an  insight  into  the  conditions  experienced  by  a  trading-party  of  those 
days  in  what  was  still  largely  unknown  country.  The  book  is  illustrated  with 
facsimiles  of  the  original  manuscripts,  and  there  are  reproductions  of  two 
hitherto  unpublished  sections  of  the  historical  map  compiled  by  Col.  Robert 
Gordon  and  several  associates  at  the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century,  and  now 
in  the  Gordon  Collection  in  the  Rijks  Prentenkabinet  at  Amsterdam.  Further 
particulars  of  the  Society  and  its  publications  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Hon.  Secretary,  c/o  South  African  Public  Library,  Cape  Town.

Much  has  been  said  of  the  forthcoming  publication — to  be  completed,  it 
is  hoped,  by  1952 — of  the  Dagnrhaal  of  ian  van  Riebeeck,  the  major  task 
upon  which  the  I'an  Rivhveck  Society  is  now  ei  gaged;  and  more  will  cer¬ 
tainly  be  heard  of  its  progress  in  these  pages.  It  is  not  without  interest,  there¬ 
fore,  to  draw  attention  to  a  similar  work  of  comparable  importance  to 
another  part  of  the  world — the  publication  of  a  definitive  edition  of  the  three 
voyages  of  Captain  Cook,  which  is  being  undertaken  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Hakluyt  Society.  This  Society,  which  celebrated  its  centenary  in  1946, 
is  collaborating  with  the  major  Australian  and  New  Zealand  libraries  that 
house  Cook  manuscripts  (several  still  unpublished),  and  the  edition,  which  is 
planned  to  fill  six  quarto  volumes,  will  be  an  important  event  both  in  the 
history  of  travel  literature,  and  in  the  history  of  the  two  Dominions  most 
nearly  concerned.  Meanwhile  the  Hakluyt  Society  continues  to  publish  its 
wo  annual  volumes  from  the  rich  store  of  travel  literature  still  untapped;
